This month's “Cycle World” carries a 
rather shallow article on Gary, 
DeWayne, and Don Jones, localities who 
thus far are most responsible for 
Yamaha’s success in professional 
motocross. The story is corny with 
contrived family-type cuteness and fails, 
to give much mention to Gary’s 
marvelous stamina and advanced style. 
Even the immaculate preparation Don 
gives the machines is ignored. But the 
most glaring fault with the article, 
authored by a Randy Riggs, is- the 
inclusion of a single swipe at the CMC 
(and only the CMC), which they deem a 
“Mickey Mouse organization". 
Superficially, it is unfair to single out 
one organization to clout in a national 
magazine since no racing outfit is 
perfect. The CMC is no worse than 
most. If Riggs was going to mention 
anything, he should have printed the 
whole story: 

When the California Moto-Sport Club 
was just starting out, Gary showed up 
late one day and asked for some 
practice during a race. Reluctantly, 
CMC head Stu Peters agreed, providing 
he do a quick lap and come back in. 
When Gary came back in he caught a 
wire Stu had stretched across the 
starting area right on the neck. It nearly 
killed him. Stu claims Gary wasn't 
watching where he was going and Don 
claims Stu put up the wire against 
Perris' orders. Whatever; the incident led 
to a sizeable lawsuit and of course, the 
Jones brothers haven't been allowed to 
ride CMC events, for obvious reasons. 

The suit seemed destined to become a 
dead issue until Evel Knievel had CMC 
sanction his upcoming megabuck race 
May 7. Gary won a car at Evel's last race 
and certainly stands a good chance as 
anybody this time. If the boys could 
have their way, the suit would be 
dropped and everything would be 
hunky-dory, but Don has a heavy-duty 
commitment to get back at Stu, who in 
his mind, nearly killed his son Gary and 
never even apologized for it. 

To complicate matters, at least two 
other parties have been forced into the 
fiasco. Two weeks ago the Jones boys 
showed up at Lions to ride the Friday 
nighter, license and riding fees in their 
hands. Also on hand were some lawyers 
and executives from Yamaha 
International. They aren't dealing with 
the Jones' anymore," one Yamaha exec 
was reported as saying. ““They’re dealing 
with us, now.” Yamaha was also 
reported to have threatened Steve 
Evans, the director of Lions, with a loss 
of advertising revenue if they didn’t 
force Peters to comply with their 
demands. 

Stu Peters is like Don Jones. He’s big, 
strong, and has a mind of his own. He 
will put up just a strong a fight as 
anyone at any cost. With these two 
heads butting together that outcome 
can only spell unhappiness for at least 
one and probably both. 

The decision may come soon, in fact. 
This weekend marks a “smaller” Knievel 
meet with a $6,000 purse. The race is at 
the same spot as last Sunday's 
Hangtown and it has all the prestige a 
motocross can have. Most importantly, 
the race is sponsored by CMC North and 
the Jones boys will have to obtain a 
CMC license to ride. Lord knows how 
they’ll get it.

program with a Novice-only, 
Junior-only, a combined 250 
Expert-Junior and the  Expert-only 
National as the firm schedule. 

The advancement point scale for road 
racing has also been changed to make it 
far easier for a rider to advance from 
Novice to Junior and from Junior to 
Expert than it is for riders to advance in 
the dirt classes. A good Novice in road 
racing can now garner the required 
points with two good rides and a Junior 
can make Expert, in road racing only, 
with about four good turns of the track. 

Atlanta will be a three-day affair in 
total with practice. slated for Friday, 
Lightweight racing on Saturday and the 
National and Junior big bike final on 
Sunday. 


Two weeks after Atlanta it will be the 
first-time National on the mile sand oval 
at Colorado Springs, Colo. This will be a 
two day event sponsored by Yamaha 
and promoted by Don Brymer. 

Brymer had his problems before 
finally finding a final resting spot for 
this race. It started out in Phoenix. 
Later they tried to move it to Miami 
due to the horse owners efforts to get it 
out of Phoenix. Miami did not have the 
dates available so it is now confirmed 
for Colorado Springs. 

Brymer will use the highly successful 
format that was used at Sacramento 
years ago. Experts and Juniors will 
practice and time trial on Saturday and 
then run all the actual races on Sunday. 
This gives riders and track conditioners 
the required time to have everything in 
top condition by actual race time. It’s a 
format that more than one other 
promoter on the National circuit should 
use. Brymer will also have a Novice-only 
250cc race on the mile on Saturday, 
after the time trials. The dates are 
Saturday and Sunday, April 29-30. 


The Ascot half mile season opener on 
Friday night, April 7, will draw a record 
number of riders. Predictions are that 
the new rule allowing 16-year old 
Novices will find many Fathers on hand 
to introduce their very own future 
National champions. The rider may not 
be willing to make his debut-but Dad is 
ready and waiting. 


Yamaha will host the 3rd annual half 
mile “Cup” race at Ascot the night 
before the National TT on May 6. The 
May 5 race will have a new record 
$6,000 purse with the winner picking 
up $1,600. Keith Mashburn and Jody 
Nicholas have been the two past winners 
for Yamaha and Norton.

RAYBORN WOW 


OULTON PARK, ENGLAND., April 2, 
1972 — Cal Rayborn was the absolute 
star of the John Player Trans-Atlantic 
Trophy Series. Rayborn, riding. last 
year’s Harley racer, dueled with Ray 
Pickerell on a BSA 750 triple for the 
entire six-race series and set the record 
for the fastest lap at Outon Park. 

The series opened at Brands Hatch 
where 15,000 spectators were on hand 
to watch Pickerell win the first race and 
set a new lap record, taking 1.6 seconds 
off the old record. In the second race 
Rayborn equalled the new record and 
won the race. Peter Williams on a 
Norton also equalled the lap record. 

The fact that three riders on different 
machines could all knock 1.6 seconds 
off the record suggests that Dunlop, 
whose tires. were being employed by all 
three, has really come up with 
something. 

The weather was cold and in practice 
Jody Nicholas on one of the Suzuki 
750's crashed while avoiding Don Emde, 
who was pulling into the pits. Neither 
rider nor machine were seriously 
damaged. 

16,000 spectators stood in the cold at 
Mallory Park to watch the continuation 
of the Pickerell-Rayborn duel. It was 
the same pattern. The BSA triple rider 
won the first race and set the fastest lap 
at 92.05 MPH. The race average was 
90.46 MPH. 

The second Mallory race saw 
Rayborn again equal the newly-set 
Pickerell lap record and win the race 
with an average of 89.92 MPH. It was in 
this race that Nicholas began to make 
himself felt and put himself into fourth 
behind John Cooper’s BSA 750. 

The Suzukis all had a multitude of 
problems. Clutches, chains, electrics, 
and transmissions all presented 
problems, but the major problem was 
with handling. Even so, Nicholas diced 
with Cooper and Norton-mounted Phil 
Read and should have had second place. 
However, his Suzuki popped out of gear 
on the critical last lap. 

The national daily press gave 
excellent coverage to the series, 
particularly to  Rayborn's fantastic 
performances. As a result, when the 
serie’ moved to Oulton Park for the last 
two races 20,000 spectators came out to 
see Rayborn and Pickerell again. 

After only eight laps practice, Cal 
blew the opposition into the weeds with 
a 91.64 MPH average. The fast lap was 
set by Cooper at 93.42 MPH. 

In the second race it looked like Cal 
was set to do it again when his engine 
seemed to tire og the last lap possibly 
due to a broken ring, and finished

second to Pickerell. This race saw a 
92.55 MPH average speed and a fast lap 
of 93.77 by Rayborn and Pickerell. 

At Oulton Park a “Man of the 
Meeting” award was presented to 
Rayborn for his outstanding 
performance, This was Rayborn’s first 
racing experience in England. The 
machine that he rode was not a factory 
H-D but one of last year’s 750 racing 
machines supplied by Walter Faulk of 
Daytona Beach. 

The entire American team thought 
that it was a “wonderful series”. Emde 
crashed his Norton at over 100 miles per 
hour at Oulton Park. Although he 
aggravated an old neck injury he rode

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RIVERSIDE DUMPS CYCLE PARK

Riverside County supervisors 
overturned an earlier ^ Planning 
Commission denial and issued the City of 
Riverside a permit to build a new, 400 
acre city dump in the Badlands, west of 
Beaumont and north of Gilman Hot 
Springs. 

Ordinarily, the county has no 
authority over a city’s use of its land. 
However, in this case, the supervisors 
were able to decide on the land use and 
add a requirement that the area not be 
used as a motorcycle trail park, because 
of the land’s current ownership and 
because of state law. 

The state health and safety code 
requires issuance of a public use permit 
before a dump can be developed. The 
BLM required the city to get county 
approval for the dump as a condition of 
sale. 

City manager Dan Stone told the 
supervisors the city also plans to 
develop the dump eventually as a 
recreation area, and by saying too much, 
he managed to get the prohibition of 
motorcycles. The city had given some 
consideration to using the dump as a 
future motorcycle trail park. 

Since restricting the use of 
motorcycles on private lands in early 
1970, the supervisors have received 
several applications for motorcycle park 


permits but denied them all, after 
receiving protests from nearby residents. 

In April, the supervisors will conduct 
a public hearing on a proposal for the 
county’s own motorcycle park, 
ironically at the county’s Badlands 
dumpsite immediately north of the.area 
where Riverside was barred from 
permitting them.

VALENCIA, CAL, April 2, 1972 —A 
talented team of Canadian 
motocrossers, challenging to regain the 
Can-Am gold cup which they lost to the 
U.S. racers in 1971, were defeated in 
three straight 20-minute heats by a 
potent and well-balanced crew of 
American ‘cross riders during today’s 
bounce-and-bound battle here at Indian 
Dunes. 

Though Tom Kratzer and Terry 
Hyde, both of British Columbia, were 
able to score quite well for the 
Canadians, neither they nor any of the 
other riders involved with the Can-Am 
races could handle a young Newhall Ca. 
whirlwind named Frank Giardina. 

Still ranked as a Junior among the 
motocross clan, Giardina slid his 
Bultaco to an astounding grand slam 
victory streak over all riders from both 
countries. And when the final flag came 
out, the 17-year-old-high flyer had led 
the Americans to a 131-174 win; thus 
setting the stage for 1972's deciding 
Can-Am round to be held in September 
at Aldergrove, B.C. 

Other riders contributing to the U.S. 
cause were: Ray Soffa, Chris Mogensen, 
“Joltin” Joe Granatelli, who leaped into 
combat to fill a vacancy left by Kenny 
Zahrt, Jim Hale, Mike Marsh and the 
Mar Vista rocket, Tom Simpson. 

Former Dunes track record holder, 
Rex Staten from Fontana, zipped his 
CZ’s to scorching swift victories in both 
the 250 and 500 Expert battles, 
defeating large, who's who-type fields of 
riders. Runners-up included Dick 
Franklin, Larry Greer, Mike Welch from 
Tri-City, Wash., Mike Marsh, Tracy 
Oswell and Dennis Law. 

Steve Merkel, who was mounted on a 
snorter of a Bultaco, fought his way 
from behind the pack to collect a 1-1 
score over the 125 Experts. During each 
moto for the division, Merkel was 
forced to out-scoot race-wise 
competitors like Charles Mott, Chris 
Mogensen, Craig Humber, Don Emler 
and Ron Acevedo. 

Junior class winners, each carting 
home one of the giant A.C.E. trophies, 
were Keith Ludwig and Nick Hale 
(100cc) Jimmy Bauer and Bob Morrison 
(125cc), Gary Doane and Craig Bradley 
(250cc) and William Stanley, who 
whipped the Open machinery. 

Trudy Stubbs of No. Hollywood was 
top “Puffer,” defeating Могепе 
Hendrix, Juana Madrid and Rebecca 
Soloman. 

All-class motocrossing will again be 
featured this Sunday at Indian Dunes, 
located just 10 minutes north of Magic 
Mountain. First race at nine a.m.

A DAY AT THE RACES 

You are standing at the bottom of the jump 
watching all the hot dogs zap across the top, thinking, 
“Wow-gee, that sho’ am stout!” Just then an 
out-of-breath fat man in a red jump suit with patches 
all over it comes panting up, fumbles around in his 
pockets, loads one of the many cameras swinging 
precariously from his neck and shoulders, and starts 
clacking away. As you watch the flurry of activity 
you become aware that the riders must know him 
because they keep trying to ottdo each with 
cross-ups and other bits of ham. 

“Hmmmmmm,” you think. “That’s the stuff. If I 
had a bunch of cameras instead of my grandma’s 
cardboard wonderbox I could take some peachy-keen 
flicks and be on my way tofame and fortune. Might 
even meet Joel Whatshisname.” 

GET SERIOUS 

You might and you might not. The point is, there 
is no reason why you shouldn’t be able to take good 
photographs and maybe even sell them to rider or 
publications. All it takes is good, sound equipment, a 
few basics of photography, some common sense, and 
practice. 

And enthusiasm. If you don’t get excited about 
photography, forget it. You can have the finest 
equipment in the world but if you don’t get psyched 


up, you will never reach the level of accomplishment 
you wish. 


GOOD EQUIPMENT IS WORTH ITS 


' WEIGHT IN GOLD 


Get the best equipment you can afford. When I say 
“afford”, I am asking, “Just how much is 
photography worth to you, anyway?” If you are 
content with a box camera, fine. If you can afford to 
get the best equipment right off the bat, good. But 
most of us aren’t so fortunate. So the next best thing 
is a good solid camera in one of the lower-priced lines 
or a used camera of the more expensive brands. 

Of the two, I would choose the used model. Why? 
Because the used top grade model will probably be 
more versatile and have more features. Quality is 
quality no matter how much it has been used, as long 
as it hasn’t been abused. 

Most good quality used cameras come from people 
like you who have an interest in photography and 
traded up to a better model. Or they decided they 
didn’t need that camera after all. Or didn’t like 
photography, after all. Or for a hundred different 
reasons. 

Very few used cameras come from pros for the 
simple reason that working professionals make up a 
small.portion of the market. Also, it has been my 
experience that pros tend to trade amongst 
themselves. What this means to you is that a typical 
used Nikon, Leica, Alpa, or Contarex has rarely been

pushed to the limits of its design. 
WHICH CAMERA FOR WHAT? 

Now you have to decide what camera, what size 
format. To save a lot of time and explanation, my 
advice is to get a 35mm single lens reflext (SLR). 
(And if you get a good used Nikon F you will not 
only own a legend in its own time but will be looked 
upon as one-who-knows.) Why a: 35mm? Because it’s 
the most versatile, the lightest, and with 36 exposures 
per roll you won’t have to be changing film every five 
minutes. Why an SLR? Because most race 
photography is done with a 135mm or longer lens 
and it’s easier to focus, the lenses are cheaper, and 
there are a hundred other reasons. Try it, you'll like 
It. 

If you must have the larger 2% film format, great. 
Their main strenghth is grainless prints and better 
shadow detail. 

Get a Hasselblad motor drive and a 70mm back 
with a prism and a 250mm Sonnar and have at it. Or 
a Bronica without the motor. At the end of the day 
let me kmow if it was worth selling the house and 
mortgaging the children and selling blood to the Red 
Cross to pay for your double hernia. The main 
problem with 2'%-size cameras is their weight, bulk, 
and initial cost. Different strokes... 

If you are really stoked on getting a 2%, there is an 
alternative. It’s made in East Germany and it’s called 
the Pentacon Six TL. It’s shaped like a 35mm, is 
absurdly low-priced, is just as versatile as many 35’s, 
and has a wide variety of lenses. It’s one weak point 
has been the film advance. It breaks. But this has 
been improved. So be careful with it. I plan to get 
one within the next few months. A new one. 

Back to 35’s. Listen, I realize that not everyone

can afford a Nikon or something of that calibre. A lot 
of you are probably students or family folks with 
other things to spend your money on, or you are so 
far into bikes that you are eating peanut butter 


sandwiches three times a day trying to save up 
enough for a Husky and the thought of anything else 
that would take money is enough to send you into 
the three-day shakes. 


Take heart. There are some 35mm SLR's that are 
of good quality and great versatility that can be 
bought for under $100. They still make Praktica, 
Practina, and Exacta in East Germany and they are 
still available in the States at fantastically low prices. 
The great asset here for the economy-minded is the 
low initial cost and fabulous amount of economical 
lenses and other goodies. And if you get a Praktica 
and later decide you want a Pentax or Yashica, no 
sweat. The lenses have the universal screw mount. Or 
if you got an Exacta and wanted to move up, you 
could get a Beseler Topcon and still keep your lenses. 

I have saved the most interesting for last. The 
Praktica can be had with a behind-the-lens meter for 
under $100. And that's with an f/1.8 50mm auto 
lens, at that. 

The Praktina II, different from the Praktica, can be 
bought with a spring drive film advance for under 
$100. No kidding. Two problems: lenses are a bit 
hard to find for the Praktina and after about six 
months the spring drive will probably go SPROING. 
But a new spring drive is under $30 and by that time 
you will have made enough picture sequences of 
crashes to last a lifetime.

PUT SOMETHING ON YOUR CAMERA 


Like a telephoto lens. Sorry, but you can only get 
so close to racers and still stay alive; so you'll need a 
long lens to put you closer. Problem is, the longer the 
lens, the harder it is to use. Start off with an 85mm 
tele if you're going to stand on the edge of the track 
and a 135 if you're not even that brave. Anything 
longer than that will be a pain to carry and use. 

These moderate telephotos can be obtained at 
discount houses.at remarkable prices. Lenses like 
Vivitar, Soligar, Bushnell, and so on are of acceptable 
optical quality and, for the money, can give you a 
good idea of what you like to shoot with. But they 
won't give you the service of a more expensive 
Nikkor, Elmar, or other perfecto lens. Decide on the 
lens the same way you decided on the camera; get the 
best you can afford. 

If you go for the cheaper lens, you have another 
choice to make: auto diaphragm or pre-set. Don't get 
the pre-set. No matter what the savings are, it ain't 
worth it. If you ever hear of someone getting a good 
action shot with a pre-set lens,dismiss the comment as 
a nasty rumor. 

GET A WIDE ANGLE 

If you decide you want to add another lens to your 
collection (at which point you can be officially 
declared “hooked”), you'll probably want a 
wide-angle. Try to avoid getting a “moderate” widey, 
like a 35. Even a 28mm lens can be stifling if you’re 
the kind who likes to get in close. Opt for a 21 or 
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m Men 





thereabouts and learn to get in closer than you dare. 
The results are your reward. 


METERS 


Using a camera with lots of knobs and rings means 
you're going to have to know how to set all those 
knobs and rings. You'll need a meter. If your camera 
had one built in, swell. If not, you can get either a 
cadmium sulphide (CdS) or a selenium cell type. CdS 
meters are more sensitive to light, need a battery, and 
can sometimes be untrustworthy. Selenium cells 
don't need attention until they burn out, which is 
sometimes never. Best bet is to get a Weston Master V 
and be done with it. Again, if money is an object — 
the Weston costs about $40 new but you can find it 
for quite a bit less if you look — get a keyfob-size 
CdS jobber for around ten bucks at most department 
stores. 

FILTERS 

Shooting bikes with an expensive piece of glass is 
hazardous if you have no protection. Get a 1A filter 
for each lens you own. A shade is a good idea, too. 
This will keep mud, dirt, and flying clutch levers from 
rendering a $200 lens worthless. Cheap insurance. 
Colored filters are loads of fun if you have the 
patience for them, Try a yellow filter and see how 
you like it. You will have to open up a stop to 
compensate but the sky will have a slightly darker 
rendering since the yellow plays tricks with blue on 
black-and-white panchromatic film. A red filter will 
turn some skies black and made clouds stand out. A 
green filter turns bushes a ghostly tone. Then try all 
your new filters on color film, Far out.

(Yam) of Garden Grove took over later 
on the initial round and held a close 
margin over Smith and Baron the rest of 
the way to win it. Hard riding Richard 
Duncan (Mai) of Santa Ana lost his 
brakes in moto one and careened into 
the tires at the pit gate entrance and 
later discovered that the bike frame was 
cracked in a couple of places. 

Causey made a game of try to catch 
Baron in moto number two, but he fell 
short by five feet. In the last heat Bruce 
made an exciting pass in mid-air over 
the jump to take the lead from Tyer on 
lap two and to go on to a 25-yard win. 

The Schoolboy class again went to 
smooth Gene Woods (Hon). Brad Dutoit 
(Yam) of El Toro won the first race 
over Jeff Wilson (Hon) and Woods, but 
Gene put it together in the next two to 
post easy 200-yard wins. Dutoit’s bike 
wouldn’t start for the final race and it 
put him out of the picture.

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Christianity and the Larry McClellan

SOGGY DRY LAKE, CAL., April 2, 
1972 — About 300 riders gave up the 
traditional Christian church services this 
Easter in favor of doing something that 
might have been a more meaningful 
Christian action. They rode an enduro. 
Now, under ordinary circumstances 
even I would have a difficult time 
arguing that riding in an enduro on 
Easter is spiritually better than being in 
church, but this was not an ordinary 
enduro. It was run as a benefit for Larry 
McClellen, a member of the Sidehack 
Association who was very seriously 
few months back. Larry 
requires a great deal of physical therapy 
in order to bring his body back to full 
operation and this enduro was designed 
to raise the money for it. 

The enduro was sponsored by the 
Stumpjumpers апа The Sidehack 
Association, neither of which had ever 
put on an enduro before. Since this fact 
alone is enough to chill the blood of any 
experienced enduro rider to the 
temperature of a properly prepared 
Martini, it was decided that the enduro 
was to appeal primarily to the more 
inexperienced family riders: Also there 
are more of those types, which meant 
more money would be raiséd. A full 
promotional effort was -launched, 
(except for advertising). 

A Yamaha was offered as the. first 
prize and all kinds of additional 
merchandise was secured. The rules of 
the enduro were rearranged a bit so the 
winner could be a novice as well as an 
expert and the course was made easy. 
Unfortunately everyone underestimated 
the drawing power of the Easter bunny 
and the clergy. Instead of the 1,000 
entrants hoped for, there were just a 
few more than 300. I guess the old 
Bronx jeer, "See ya in church!” takes 
on real meaning on Easter. 

To make sure that everyone had an 
equal chance to win the Yamaha, the 
Stumpjumpers had an erratic novice 
(me) run the course beforehand and 
used his time as the basic schedule for 
the course. To further confuse things 
they didn’t tell anyone how fast I was 
going so all any expert had to do was 
guess how fast a spastic novice could 
ride a particular section, add 25% to 
that figure and ride accordingly. A few 
experts even managed to cope with that, 
swinging with the sort of Brubeck-like 
rhythm that determines my riding style 
(you know, 11/4 time with an extra rest 
every fifth measure and an extra fifth 
for good measure). But they didn’t 
reckon on extra downbeat by the 
Stumpjumpers. When I rode the course, 
my guide fouled a few plugs on one 
section and we had to wait for him. 
Total time lost was about 15 minutes. 
This time was originally going to be 
subtracted from the time for the section 
but apparently they decided not to 
(forgot?). Anyway that was the 
masterstroke that was needed to make 
sure the winner really is determined by 
luck. No one could have figured out 
that maneuver. 

Everyone seemed to like the course. 
The first loop started with some pretty 
easy cross-country trail and one hill that 
gave a few riders some problems but was 
duck soup for most. The trail 
meandered over to a fire road that was 

retty rocky, but no problem unless

One tends to think they might have seized it. 


you tried to make up time, but, the 
riders only stayed on the fireroad for 
about three miles before getting off into 
the most interesting section of the first 
loop which was a rocky uphill with a 
bend in the middle, followed by neat 
twisty sandwash, decorated in exquisite 
taste with a master collection of infinity 
varied and definitely inorganic rock. 

From there, it was a straight shot 
across the desert back to the pits at a 
leisurely 28 mph for the “B” riders. The 
“A” riders probably had to hustle a bit, 
to make a 35 mph schedule. 

After a brief lunch, the riders had an 
opportunity to check out their sand 
technique. There was virtually no rock 
on the second loop but a goodly 
number of whoop-de-doos were 
included to make sure that no one 
loafed. High point for many riders, 
though, were the sand dunes which 
were, fortunately, mostly down. Riding 
down a sand dune is a real blast if you 
go at a reasonable rate of speed but 
many of the beginners blew it by going 
down too slow and dragging their feet. 
Do it that way and it’s just wobbly 








Fine weather accompanied the 
enduro, but. it didn't start that way. 
Saturday the wind blew and by 
Saturday night a small gale was in the 
making. Tents blew down and campfires 
threatened everything in the vicinity. 
But the worst problem was that the 
wind blew down many of the course 
arrows and covered the lime with dust. 
Much of the marking had to be redone 
Sunday morning. It was accomplished 
but the results were not perfect. Quite a 
few riders especially the beginners, got 
lost and wandered around for a bit. 

One of the wonders of this sport is 
that there are so few fatalities. Most of 
the beginners were out there without 
water, matches, tools or the faintest 
idea of where they were. One girl 
returned to the third check three times 
saying she couldn’t find the trail, in 
spite of the fact that you could see the 
riders some four miles away and could 
almost see the pits! I was out on the 
course taking pictures and I saw 
something moving a couple hundred 
yards off the course. I decided to 
investigate and found a rider who had 
taken off his shirt, jacket and helmet 




































































































































































and trying to walk somewhere with his 
gear, hobo-fashion, over his shoulder. 
He had no water, of course, and no idea 
where he was. He had broken the chain 
on his bike and had no parts to fix it, 
naturally. I gave him a ride to the next 
check out of sympathy. Not for him. 
For the club members who would be 
out looking for him in the middle of the 
night while he made his way unerringly 
to the middle of Death Valley. 

Many beginners did ride the course 
successfully and those who did had a 
wonderful time. You could always tell 
the first-time riders. They came in caked 
with dust, with their bars bent and 
levers broken and a mile-wide grin, an 
hour and 22 minutes late. Mike 
Capalite, who writes wrenching articles, 
did the first loop with his lady on the 
back of the bike and a 9-year-old on a 
Yamaha Mini-enduro trailing behind. 
Mike said he wouldn’t help the boy pick 
up the bike when he dropped it or help 
him push up the hills or anything. Get 
him started right. The boy made it, but 
he was pretty beat. 

The  Stumpjumpers wanted to 
compute the results on the spot with 
the help of the riders, but they changed 
their minds when they found many of 
the riders didn't even understand the 
rules, let alone know how to figure their 
score. So the winner of the Yamaha will 
be announced in a few days and a 
Trophy presentation will be arranged, 
except that it will be merchandise 
instead of trophies that will be awarded. 

I offered a trophy to any super-shoe 
who could double my average speed 
around the course and I understand 
there were at least two riders who took 
a shot at it. Bravo! They were Ed Farrel 
and Tom Deiter. I don’t know if either 
of them made it, or if there were any 
others, but it’s nice to see someone take 
a difficult challenge. 

All in all, the day was very successful 
except that not enough money was 
raised, so we hereby make another 
offer. Any of you who missed the event 
because you had to go to church, may 
still enter. That’s right. You can still get 
in. Just send your entry nad your five 
bucks and we guarantee you'll be a 
finisher. Or at least that you'll get a 
finishing pin. Since you're starting late, 
you probably won't have much of a 
ae to win the bike, but what the

Riding beside the Wheelers, Frank and 
Nancy, on the bench seat of their Ran- 
chero, with the motorcycle like a burn- 
ished dream in back, [loaded my camera 
with film. This was a historic day, Feb- 
ruary 26, 1972. The legendary **Wheelie'* 
Wheeler, large as life through a long 
lens at 6 feet 5 inches and 220 lbs. was 
telling me his new design motorcycle, 
which we would be riding for the first 
time this day, can be manufactured in 
the U,S.A, to retail for $995. 

Skeptical, I was. Not only about the 
target price, but the whole deal. Better 
brains than I had assured me and them- 
selves that to design and manufacture an 
all-new motorcycle in the United States, 
in this day and age was, 1f notimpossible, 
then at least impractical, Besides, how 
could a lone enthusiast, however well- 
educated and rich, hope to one-up the 
acres of engineers employed by the big 
foreign companies? I had been warned 
to beware of romantics, into which cat- 


‘egory Wheeler no doubt descends, and 


not expect miracles, Such is the brown- 
ing of America. 

Confidently, Wheelie unloaded the as 
yet unnamed machine that he says came 
to his mind full-blown in the night two 
years ago. “ʻI had a dream,” he says. 
“Or a nightmare.” And now that dream 
reflects the desert sun, with barely 20 
minutes test running on one of two 
engine units built to be tested to des- 
truction and then torn down, inspected, 
improved and again tested until some- 
thing else breaks, and again.... The old 
empirical method. 

Photographer Eric Rickman of Motor- 
cyclist magazine met us at the desert 
site, returning two Taiwan-built Wildcat 
motorcycles which Wheeler designed. 
The magazine had tested a ‘‘Hodaka- 
Metisse’? model and a 100cc ‘‘mini 
trail’’-type which we play-rode while 
Wheelie limbered up his 175cc Amer- 
ican job. ‘‘My motorcycles are always 
hard to start,” cracked Wheeler, light- 
ing the new engine with a single stroke 
of the kickstarter. Ice-cold, the green 
and silver motorcycle idled steadily, 
‘‘prat, prat, prat” through its silencer 
while Wheelie explained the benefits of 
its mild tuning to Eric and me. ‘‘Let me 
ride it,” I impatiently asked, 

The inventor turned over the controls 
to the skeptical reporter, proud as a 
new father passing out cigars. Still too 
cold to take throttle, the engine instantly 
died. My cautious prod at the starter 
(it was stiff) bore out the designer’s 
claim of only 8:1 compression. ‘‘Give 
it some throttle," Wheeler suggested. 
I did, and on the second kick the motor 
leaped to life. I rode in cautious trials 
circles at first, aware of a new feel in 
motorcycles. This bike is big, scaled 
for Wheeler's own outsize frame. The 
bars are wide and high, the seat soft 
and deep and the pegs are at their long- 





est-legged adjustment. Something else 
is strange and it takes a while to realize 
that absence of vibration gives this 
sensation. 

Gathering confidence from the firm, 
predictable low-speed handling, I twist 
the throttle and burn some satisfying 
figure-eights. Lateral balance is dead 
center, with a weight bias only slightly 
in favor of the rear wheel. On jumping, 
the bike lands flat unless I place my 
weight purposely aft, So far, very good. 

I try some second-gear, downhill 
jumps, weight forward to land front wheel 
first. This is a good test of forks, 
damping, geometry and rider confidence. 
Wheeler’s motorcycle passes with the 
highest score I’ve ever given in some 15 
years of test riding hundreds of different 
bikes, including a few with Earles forks. 

By now my skepticism was fading fast. 
I essayed slow, second and 3rd gear 
(overgeared) climbs of increasingly ste- 
eper hills and found the torque and hand- 
ling nearly identical to a new Ossa 
Pioneer, the current standard in this 
department. 

Trying to keep up with a playful jack 
rabbit, I banged the 175 over a virtual 
trials course of rocks, gullies, ditches 
and tight, tight turns at near motocross 
speeds, stomping the gearshift as if it 
were a venomous snake, The bunny won, 
naturally, but it showed up what Iconsider 
the one flaw in the package. The gearbox 
was stiff, asmight be expected, and third 
cog was hard to engage in a hurry. A 
similar flaw plagued the early Pentons 
amd Huskies, 

Uphill, downhill, tight trails, fast fire 
roads, sand washes and rocks-- the full 
repertoire of the available terrain, were 
comfortably mastered, more by the bike 
than its rider. About the time the tank 
ran dry, I was ready to place the first 
order, at $995 or whatever the selling 
price might turn out to be. 

After refueling, Wheeler broke the 
hastily fabricated shift pedal (for- 
tunately he did, not me) and this 
ended riding the new American motor- 
cycle for the day. 

We returned to the Wheeler's modest 
track house in Lancaster, Calif, where, 
over Nancy's addicting home- made cook- 
ies and punch (they don't smoke or drink 
alcoholic beverages), Wheelie explained 
the problem. ‘‘I’m convinced I should 
stay in the manufacturing end,” said he, 
“апа so I need a marketer to handle 
distribution and managing.” 

Wheeler claims he has ample man- 
ufacturing facilities lined up in Calif- 
ornia to build 2,000 machines this first 
year of production. I was able to re- 
commend two distributors which were 
interested and had the requisite 1/2- 
million dollars capital to place initial 
orders, 

Some skepticism remained, however. 
How did I know that the machince which 
so impressed me wasn’t, say, Yamaha 


t 


castings where it showed? Was it true 
you could take out the crank in ten 
minutes, using only one Allen wrench? 
Wheelie obligingly set about dispelling 
these doubts. 

- First we weighed the bike on bathroom 
‘scales, Cycle World style. There re- 
gistered 117 lbs. on the rear wheel, 95 
on the front, counting two gallons of 
gasoline (6 165. рег gal) and one quart 
of oil (2 lbs.) making the total dry 
weight approximately 200 lbs. as 
claimed, 

Then, using crude, household tools, 
Wheeler had the engine out of the frame 
in just 13 minutes, working at a slow 
relaxed pace. It weighted 58 Ibs., incl- 
uding carburetor, starter and gearbox 
oil Thirteen minutes later, after some 
time spent hunting a rubber mallet, 
Wheeler held the crank assembly in his 
hand. The operation looked as easy as 
opening a briefcase. 

I peered at the innards which, except 
possibly the piston and rod, were not 
recognizable as any production parts 
that I know of. The straight-cut gears 
and primary drive were hefty as a 
Maico's, with an engagement pattern 
similar to Yamaha's. The horizontally- 
Split engine cases are joined by 12 
equal-length Allen bolts and all shafts 
run on bearings. There are no bushings. 
Components are located in the cases by 
means of steel circlips which engage 
corresponding slots in the case halves. 
Even the clumsiest mechanic could not 
fail to assemble it properly with his 
eyes closed. 

Wheelie spun off four nuts and removed 
the barrel. The head is secured by four 
additional studs. One of the seven ports 
directs cool mixture up to the underside 
of the piston. As a result, the area 
showed no trace of baking. Ports were 
rough-finished. The carbon pattern on 
the piston crown was a perfect, khaki 
swirl, 

I hope the reader understands now 
why I am no longer, as skeptical about 
Frank Wheeler’s claims of having the 
great American motorcycle here now. 
It still remains to discover whether it 
can in fact be manufactured locally 
even in the modest quantity planned, and 
frankly I disbelieve the selling price 
could be as low as he claims. But even at 
$1,500 retail it would still be a bargain, 
and there are good workers unemployed, 
Now what should it be called? 











| Frank Wheeler’s great American 
motorcycle lacks only a purchase 
order and a name. It’s got: 6-3/4" 
all-alloy forks, floating rear brake, 
controls all routed inside structure, 
quick-change, cool air filter, dual 
ignition, etc. Only non Wheeler parts 
are Husky front and Yamaha rear 
hubs, rear shocks, some controls and 
24mm Mikuni carburetor.

ADELANTO, CAL., April 2, 1972 — 
The weather was a bit warm for early 
Spring, the track was smooth and fast 
on both the half-mile and the TT 
course, and Brian McMillan came to 
take home the big bore gold. The lanky 
Expert who usually rides to win or 
crash, stayed upright on his roaring 
Triumph to cop the Open class gold. 

McMillan found the fast and hard, 
sometimes slippery groove to his liking 
on both courses and doubled up in the 
first place wins. In fact, this writer, 
watching the hard charging style of the 
long legged speedster, saw flashes of the 
likes of Jim Goldsmith, Feets Minert 
and Fred Moxley. 

Starting dead last in both the Open 
Expert half mile Main and the TT Main, 
McMillan wasted no time in charging to 
the lead and opening an unbelieveable 
gap in the eight-lap events to finish well 
ahead of any competition. 

In the 250 Expert class TT, an 
exciting dice developed between the 
1971 number 1 and number 3 HRA 
riders, Dennis Briggs on a Bultaco, and 
Bob Sanders on. a Kawasaki. Sanders 
found the high-banked north sweeper to 
his liking, and Briggs seemed to easily 
motor through the flat south half mile 
turn. Each took advantage of traction, 
horsepower. and apparent corner 
preference to over haul the other, with 
the lead changing hands five times in 
eight laps. Briggs, however, finally 
found the right groove and pulled out of 
the draught of Sanders and screamed to 
the checkered flag with a couple of 
lenghts to spare. 

Sanders got his revenge in the 250 
Expert half mile Main though and 
doubled up in the 125 Expert flat track 
Main. Sometimes Sanders showed the 
makings of an Ascot Champion in full 
lock condiiton on the big turns. 

Terry Stannert dominated the Novice 
class events, taking two first place 
trophies in the TT races and two in the 
half mile go. Stannert did it on a stable 
of flying Kawasaki's. 

The day was topped off with a fun 
ride as eight riders from each class took 
to the track in a staggered start 
sweepstakes race, backwards on the 7/8 
mile TT course at the High Desert 
facility. Again it was Briggs and Sanders 
flying to the lead but being chased by 
McMillan on his throaty Triumph. 
McMillan, this time however, did a high 
side fling in a right hander that was a 
beauty and chose to sit astride his two 
wheeler and watch the finish from a 
rather poor vantage point. Bob Sanders 
led the way to the finish line with HRA 
Champion Dennis Briggs hot on his trail. 

Their rewards for the fine effort 
against a large contingent of speedsters, 
was a large pizza each furnished by a 
local Adelanto merchant who supports 

_ our sport with great enthusiasm. 

During a pre-race riders meeting, it 
was announced that HRA had formed a 
competition committee, made up of a 
Rider representative, the HRA Referee 
and President Donald England.Rule 
changes were explained regarding the 
advancement of riders to a higher class 
and changes in the point system to 
make a fairer spread of points among 
the riders. 

Points will be awarded in the future 
on a one-for-one basis, with the Main 
Event winner in each class receiving one 
point for each entry in that class. 

Next Sunday will see another HRA 
point run half mile and TT at 395 Cycle 
Park in Adelanto, California. Night 
racing will begin on Saturday, April 15, 
with an HRA half mile that night and an 
AMA smooth scrambles on the next 
aay, Gunday April 16, put on by TT

18-year-old named Peter Maly trounced 
a field of 500 Novices here at Carlsbad 
Raceway today with the most 
impressive display of natural talent (for 
lack of a better term) than one could 
ever hope to see. As a brand new Junior, 
Maly has won his last four outings with 
the ACA. 

Maly’s story is a typical one at first. 
He learned to ride on small Japanese 
bikes, in this case father George’s 
Suzuki 80. Peter wanted to race but 
that was where George drew the line. 
You see, Peter has an I.Q. of 186 anda 
sister who, at 21, earned a Masters and a 
Bachelor's degree in two sciences. 
Naturally, the elder Maly, a well-bred 
immigrant from Czechoslovakia prior to 
Russia's occupation, wanted to see the 
same for son Peter. 

But Peter was adamant, with or 
without fatherly blessings, got a job to 
save up for a CZ, and hasn't been beaten 
in the last month.

But he still 
won't give him a cent for racing. 

Next Sunday, Maly (pronounced 
“molly”) wil sign up аѕ ап 
Intermediate, which is the ACA’s way 
‘of bumping up people, and should race 
among the Seniors. It will be interesting 
to watch the outcome. 

Overshadowed by Maly were the next 
two 500 Juniors, Bob Dunsire and Jack 
Habel. Dunsire rallied in the final moto 


to narrowly ace out Habel for second 
overall.

Very few people know Jeff Sexton. At 17 years 
old, he is the District 37 Heavyweight Scrambles 
Number One Rider. Quite an accomplishment for this 
quiet, shy person. His appearance of shyness stems 
from the fact that if he “starts talking and getting 
jazzed up and all that stuff, everyone is going to start 
thinking that I’m a big head and all that crap.” 

He quit high school to operate his own shop, 
making expansion chambers. He plans to go to 
continuation school for his diploma but has no plans 
for college. He is now heavily involved with Jeff 
Sexton's Track-N-Travel, located in Chino, Calif. 
TNT is a family effort requiring hard work and total 
dedication from all. They sell and service Maicos and 
have a good line of parts and accessories. 

Jeff wants to make his living with what he loves 
most, racing motorcycles. But here, let him tell his 
own story: 

“I was 12 years old and my first bike was a Honda 
55. I'd trail ride, climb hills and stuff like that. Later 
on we traded an old Model A truck for a super-fast 
Honda 50 that won 22 main events at Prado Park and 
18 at Elsinore. 

“I went to Perris to race one night and chickened 
out. The following week was my 14th birthday and I 
went again and placed second to last. From there I 
got a 100 Kawasaki and started riding. Went good for 
two years. Ended up with number 17, still a Novice, 
High Point District 37 Novice for that year. Then I 
moved up to Amateur. The Amateurs rode with the 
Experts, so I had myself moved up to Expert so I 
could get the Expert points. 

“I rode the Elsinore Grand Prix on a 50cc Honda. 
It was the only bike I had at the time; so I rode it. 
That was the year that we had all the floods and it 
was muddy down there. 

“Went down there with K-70’s front and rear and no 
air cleaner on it. The carburetor just stuck up, right 
out of the engine. Never ran it with an air cleaner. 
That was the thing in those days. 

“I used a quart of oil for every lap. The mud just 
fried on the cylinder and stuff. To get it to cool, we 
had to get a screwdriver and a hammer and chisel it 
out from between the fins on each lap. 

“My friend and I started at the same time. He 
made two or three laps and blew up. He came in and 
helped my Dad pit for me the rest of the race. I was 
the first 50 in but the results were all screwed up. 
They had my friend listed second place and didn't 
even list me. He went down to the club meeting with 
us and denied getting second place. He told them 
what the story was and how I won the 50cc class, but 
they said they couldn't accept it and anyway the 
results were out and we shouldn't snivel. After a small 
hassle, we left. 

“I got sponsored by Yamaha of Pomona. I had a 
125 Yamaha MX and a 125 Yamaha twin. I started 
racing at Trojan in South Gate. I short tracked at 
Orange County Raceway (now El Toro) against Gary 
Scott, Scott Autry, Stan Rodgers, Ray Vanderpool 
and all the hot dogs. Made some money against them. 
I was a consistent third. i 

“One night, I was on my 125 twin and Gary Scott 
D 


was riding a 125 Kawasaki — it was a 100 punched 
out to a 125 — I got off in third place. Scott was 
leading, Autry was in second on his 125 twin. In the 
second lap I got past Autry and in the last lap down 
the back straightaway I passed Gary. I went into the 
corner a little bit too hard and Gary came up 
underneath me. Going to the flag he beat me by six 
inches. The crowd stood up and cheered. That was 
the most I ever got stoked about a race. That's when 
Gary was really going. 

"T started riding motocross on my 125 MX. They 
had a six weeks series at Deadman’s Point. We missed 
the first race. I won the 125 class in the series by 
1,000 points. 

*My 125 got stolen out of Yamaha of Pomona. 
They couldn't replace it, so they gave me a 250 
Yamaha MX to ride. I won on it atDeadman's Point 
and CMC at Ascot. 

“I had two tanks for that 250. A psychedelic 
paint job and a stock 360 tank. I would win in the 
250 class, come in and change to the 360 tank and 
win in the 500 class. I kept winning week after week 
and finally someone caught on to the trick and 
protested me. But they were going to disqualify me 
for riding a 360 in the 250 class. After they checked 
my cards and serial numbers and everything, they 
ended. up disqualifying me from the 500 class. After 
it was all over, there was a big hassle in the pits. They 
ripped the antenna off my buddy's El Camino and 
scratched it all up. They raised all kinds of hell.

“A few weeks later I went out to Deadman's Point* 


and pulled the same trick in the 250 and 500 classes. 
I won my first two motos in both classes. In my last 
250 moto, I drowned out at the mud hole. First time 
it did that. I was leading but all 21 riders got me 
before I could get started again. 

“I rode over my head and moved up-to sixth place 
in one lap. I was passing a guy on an Ossa and hit a 
steel pole and took us both out. Broke the ball joint 
in my shoulder. 

“I was riding a Honda 65 back and forth to work 
at Yamaha of Pomona at the time. I got bored 
walking so I put the clutch lever on the right hand 
side by the throttle and I rode all over with my arm 
in a sling. 

* *Bout three weeks later, I took my arm out of 
the sling and rode 125 and 200 Expert class at Perris 
and won. Been riding with that shoulder ever since, 

“Steve Mintz from Upland Cycles gave me a ride 


- on a 250 Maico one day out at Perris. I entered it in 


the 500 Novice class and won. The following week 
they gave me a 400 Maico to ride and I rode Amateur 
class. Bob Greenstreet and I were going at it. The last 
moto, I got around Bob and won it. After that, they 
wouldn’t let me ride Novice because of the Amateur 
ride. So a point run came up. I entered in the 500 
Novice class and the 500 Expert class. I won the 500 
Novice class going away and I whipped it on Scott 
Smith, Jim Connolly and Chuck Wheat in the 500 
Expert class. Scott protested me for riding the Expert 
class and a Novice protested me for riding Novice. At 
the end of the day they dropped the protests. So I 
talked to the Heavyweight Steward, Sam Crooks, and 
had him move me up to the Expert class. 

“T got a late start in the season. Missed five point 
runs and a Grand Prix. I went out to win that 





Number One plate. I had a good winning streak going\ 
and I didn't lose many." 


What did it cost to become number one? 

*The last four years, all the money has been put 
into racing. Like the family has had to go without a 
lot of things like furniture. We have had to scrounge 
pretty hard just to get gas money to go to the races. 
At times I’ve had to write checks with not enough 
money in the bank to cover them just to get out to a 
race. 

“It costs me about $20 for one day of racing. 
That's for gas, oil, fuel for the bike, eating, entry, 
gate fee and all that stuff. It gets pretty expensive for 
a few lousy points and a trophy. After a while even 
trophies don't mean anything. I have about 120 of 
‘em here but I haven't picked up a lot of them and I 
gave some away. They mean something at first, and 
you are all pumped up about them, but that gets old. 

*Maureen Lee, she doesn't like me very much. I 
never did anything against her. I think she is always 
stirring things up, you know? Just trying to get 
something going, like arguments here and there. 
That's what it seems like. 

“Anyway, she had an article saying howyshe didn’t 
use my name, but she pointed it out to be me, you 
know — a 501 rider, me and Chuck Wheat, Two 
kissin’ counsins or something — easy, I had it. And 
that I never have to work on my bike, just put on my 
little white gloves and get on my machine and go, you 
know? She was insinuating that I didn’t have to pay 
for anything, I don’t particularly like her. 1 don’t feel 
she cares to know the truth. She hasn’t even talked to 
me directly.” 


What does number one mean do you now? 

“Last year itwas neat, trying for it and all. This year 
it is a bummer. We can’t keep machinery running. 
The hassles of getting money together just to get to 
the races, the truck blows up, everything is a 
bummer. But all the Number Ones are having a bad 
time with their machines this year. Once you are 
Number One seems like the bad luck sets in. Look at 
Mert Lawwill. He had mechanical problems. Look 
what the people thought. 

"I'm not sorry I made Number One. It was neat 
doin’ it, but once you are Number One, everyone is 
out to beat you. People think you are a Superman 
and can’t make any mistakes. They expect too much 
of you. If you have a two-digit number like I had last 
year, you can go out and ride and win or lose, 
nobody thinks anything about it. It was more fun. 

“It bothers me when I get beat, spectator wise. I’m 
supposed to live up to it, being Number One. I worry 
about what people are saying when it’s not my fault. 

“When I win, I’m not pumped up anymore. Not 
like when I was looking for Number One. 

“When someone comes up and asks for your 
autograph, you just get all choked up. You don’t 
know what to say. You have never done it before. 
You feel weird. Like they think that you are 
something great. But you are just on your way up and 
you con't think that you are that good yet. ` 

“There are a lot of guys riding right now that could 
be really good if they had the iron to ride. It takes 
publicity, backing and money to get out front and 
stay there. You can't do it without help on ancient 
iron and no gas money." 


What are your plans? 

“Right now, I’m going to concentrate on 
speedway. I plan on running six nights a week this 
season. I want to get things going and get up to the 
first division where I can win some money. With that 
money, I won't have to get a job — I can live off my 
racing. Actually, my goal in speedway, if I get good, 
is to get enough money together to go over to Europe 
and race against the dudes over there. Probably gain a 
lot of experience. I'd like some day to become World 
Champion on some type of motorcycle. 

*I chose speedway because I couldn't locate a Class 
C sponsor that would come through. BSA and 
Triumph went belly-up and a lot of veteran riders are 
looking for rides. I didn't have the money to finance 
my own ride. I know I can win, all I need is the 
machinery. 

“Foothill Honda offered me this ride and I took it. 
I'll be racing on the Big Foot Racing Team for them. 
I haven't had my first Class A race yet, but they say I 
look good in practice." 


In his first-ever Speedway race at the Indio 


Showgrounds on March 25, Jeff was placed in the 


second (not third) division. He won his heat race. He 
looped his ESO doing a burnout prior to the start of 
the Main. Despite the resultant embarrassment, Jeff 
raced well and finished third.

ISDT qualifier 


Southern Nevadans have teamed up 
with Southern Californians to stage a 
three-days event to assist the American 
Motorcycle Association in selection of 
the U.S. Teams to compete in the 
International Six Days Trial. 

To be held for a first time in the 
Americas, the '73 site of Ft. Hood, 
Texas narrowly edged out a Las Vegas 
venue in final selection by the AMA. 
The enthusiasts of the Nevada location 
now determine to make Texans look to 
their laurels, and are proceeding with 
plans for the qualifying event as though 
it were the “big one” itself. 

Officially known as the Silver State 
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design leathers & racing equipment. 
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Three Days Trial, the dates of the 
running are June 16-17-18. Because 
both machines and riders must check in 
the day prior to the start on Friday, the 
festivities encompass nearly the entire 
week. Industry support of the 3-Days is 
strong, and many representatives will be 
on hand to assist competitors prior to 
the actual contest. 

According to Chairman of the Trial, 


Lynn Wineland, a Director of the 
hosting AMA District 37 Sports 
Committee, the event will exactly 


approximate the ISDT events, but be 
only half the length in time and 
distance. Riders will cover 
approximately 200 miles per day, with 
special tests for acceleration, sound level 
and cross-country proficiency 
(motocross) the first two days. The 


third day will culminate in a 
closed-course road race . of 
approximately an  hour's duration. 


Individual awards of Gold, Silver and 
Bronze will be awarded the finishers, in 
replica of the offical emblem for the 
Trial. 

All bases are being covered for fast, 
accurate scoring of the complicated 
event with computerized tallies of times 
taken from regular checkpoints and the 
specialtests giving fast print-outs for 
officials and press. 

Approximately 300 riders will be 
invited to compete in the Silver State, 
with selection based on past proficiency 
in ISDT events and endurance runs. The 
invitational basis is to assure that each 
competitor is of U.S. Team potential.

HOW TO GET HUNTINGTON 


BEACH A CYCLE PARK 

The Huntington Beach City Parks and 
Recreation Department is in the process 
of placing registration forms in all 
motorcycle repair shops and stores 
where cycles are sold. The City Council 
requires 500 of these forms be filled out 
to open a cycle park. To date 460 have 
been turned in to the Parks Department. 

The forms may be filled out and left 
at the cycle shops for pickup by the 
Parks Department. The form must be 
signed by the Parks Department. The 
form must be signed by the parents of 
persons under 21 and includes a liability 
waiver and medical treatment approval. 

It should be emphasized that each 
person in a family intending to use the 
facility should fill out a form, even 
though there may only be 1 or 2 cycles 
owned by the family. 

Also, the 100cc maximum 
displacement limitation stated on the 
form should be ignored. The form 
should be filled out for and size cycle to 
indicate to the city the large amount of 
persons who own bigger cycles and need 
a place to ride. 

Persons who have previously filled 
out this form are requested to not fill 
out another as the original is still on file 
at the Parks Department. н 

This park is desperatelv needed to 
provide the kids a safe place to ride and 
to get them off the streets where they 
create a hazard to themselves as well as 
bothering the neighbors with the noise. 
Also, the older cycle owners need a 
place to go for a couple of hours to get 
some exercise and relaxation, without 
having to drive several hours to get 
there.

Is 17 too young 
to be a man?

“Motocross. How can I say it? 
Motocross...you go to win. Nothing else, 
just to win. When I finish a night of 
racing I’m really drained. I don’t mean 
physically; I still have alittle energ 
left, but mentally, emotionally drained. 
It really takes a lot out of me. It is that 
total concentration of all your energy 
and thought to get to the checkered flag 
first. 


“But the desert, that is something 
else. The desert if for fun. I come out 
here and really relax. I have as much fun 
Saturday while I'm practicing as I do 
racing on Sunday. And the Saturday 
night campfire thing is really neat. 

“Another difference between 
motocross and desert is that if I don’t 
win at Ascot, and by win I mean first 
place, I really get bummed out. But in 
the desert I can finish second or third in 
my class or even break down and still 
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really feel good about the race. The 
desert is xd a personal thing. Nobody 
really knows Lb. you did except 
yourself. In désert racing, I know 
whether I've done my very best and if I 
have, it was fun. Of course, it is a lot 
more fun if I win." 

Jeff Wright should know what it is 
like to race motocross. Jeff earned the 
most points ofall at Ascot in 1971. 
And he chould know what it is like to 
race desert, having won Four Aces M.C. 
Moose Run just a few weeks ago. Jeff 
was first overall on a 175cc Puch; the 
first time a desert race has even been 
won on such a small displacement bike. 

A great many people don't believe in 
pushing their kids into racing. Dick 
Wright, Jeffs dad, is one of those 
people. But it wasn't a matter of 
pushing Jeff, it was more one of trying 


to hold him back. 


“I used to race desert myself," Dick 
recalls, *And I bought Jeff a Yamaha 80 
for Christmas the year he was 11. It was 
fun teaching Jeff to ride and we trailed 
together for about two years, but then 
he got to where he could outrun me.....” 

Jeff finally talked his dad into letting 
him race. In December of 1967 Jeff 
raced Dad’s Hodaka in the Buzzards 
M.C. State Championship Hare 
Scrambles and surprised him Ьу 
finishing second Trail Novice. 

Dick tried to lure Jeff away from the 
thrill of desert racing by giving him the 
glamorous job of photographer for his 
coverage of desert races ee Cycle News. 
Jeff put up with it for a while, but by 
mid-summer he couldn’t take it any 
longer. He bought his own Hodaka and 
by the’ end of the year he was a Trail 
Expert. 

Just about this time Jack Byers and 
Rob Belt of Steens, Inc. saw Jeff ride a 
couple of races and in January, 1969, at 
the tender age of 14, Jeff was 
sponsored. Mounted on a Steens 
Hodaka, Jeff brought home seven Trail 
D first trophies place for Jack and 
Rob. 

By 1971 Jeff Wright was a 
well-known rider. Jeff competed in 
desert, motocross and Grands Prix, 
winning races in both the trailbike and 
lightweight divisions. By the end of 
1971, Jeff had won more points than 
anyone else at Ascot. That alone is a 
real head-puffer, even without the $750 
prize Һе received from the 
powers-that-be from the CMC. 

Now Jeff had several offers of 
sponsotships. Decisions to make...bikes 
to test...offers to consider. Puch 
obviously made the most attractive 
offer. Jeff says it was because they 
could mount lin on a 125, 175 and 
later. this year...a 250 Puch. In 
November m started racing them. 

Jeff picked up his new 125 Puch one 
Friday night, loaded it and the 175 and 
headed for Hopetown and Dirt Diggers 
M.C. 13th Annual Grand Prix. Jeff got 
it on and finished first 125...Great 


happy, Dad is happy. Jeff rested for 15 
minutes between races then climbed on 
the 175 Puch, turned it all the way up 
and won that one too! 

Out at the smoke bomb during a 
recent race a member of 100's M.C. 
remembered how Jeff used to ride. “Is 
he still as crazy as he used to be?” he 
asked. “Jeff used to go by me like he 
was on fire. Then I’d pass him while he 
was picking up his bike. Pretty soon, 
here would come that crazy Jeff Wright 
kid again, and pretty soon I pass him 
again while he was picking up his bike. 
Well, Jeff hasn’t slowed down any, he 
just learned to keep it upright while 
moving that fast. 

Tom Ruddy ‘tunes Jeff's bikes and 
makes sure all the minor repairs and 
routine maintenance are taken care of, 

“I tried working on the bike myself 
once," Jeff said, *but I really don't have 
the patience to do it right and then I'd 
be riding along thinking about what was 
going on inside the motor, or did I get 
that bolt or this nut on tight enough 
and next thing you know I’m not 
paying attention to the race anymore 
and I land on my head. No more of 
that.” 

With a string of wins as impressive as 
Jeff has, and with his calm, mature 
attitude about life, it is hard to believe 
that Jeff is still in high school. He will 
graduate this June and talked about the 
future: 

“Oh, for sure college. Business 
administration, I guess. I would like to 
have my own (motorcycle) shop some 
day. But for right now, this summer, 
I’m just going to take it easy. I’m going 
to take a few weeks and go 
somewhere.” -Jeff won't say where. 
“Just bum around and rest.” 

And then...“And then I’m reall 
going to get serious about racing. Puch 
will have the new 250 here in April I 
hope, and I'll ride that in the desert 
until it gets really hot, then switch back 
to motocross for the summer, then back 
to the desert.” 

Between racing and studying, Jeff 
doesn’t have much time for anything 
else. Of course, he makes time for 
Elaine Barker, his girl, and luckily, 
Elaine likes motorcycles. 

Well, there is Jeff Wright the 
motorcycle racer. And what about Jeff 
Wright the man? Yes, a man, despite his 
youth. Jeff is a prime example of the 
results of the close relationship a father 
and son can develop through 
motorcycling together. Between Jeffs 
parents and the desert, Jeff has matured 
remarkably. He is self-assured, 
responsible, and polite. Jeff's assurance 
saves him from being shy, but he is 
soft-spoken and has a quick charming 
smile. 

At seventeen, Jeff has won more 
honors than a lot of men will earn in a 
lifetime and yet he remains unspoiled. 
Jeffhas his whole life ahead of him and 
he looks at his future bright-eyed and

A pie-plater, Bob Hosford (Puch) 
surprised everyone by taking first in the 
Division II Am-Ex race. Bob was 
followed by Frank Snook (Ossa) and 
Ron Hall (Puch). Back on the Novice 
side, Division IJ racers Rob Morrison 
(Penton), Andy Kirker (Ric) and John 
M (Yam) took the checkered in that 
order.

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"LIGHTNING'' STRIKES TROJAN

SOUTH GATE, CAL., March 30, 1972 
— Larry ."Lightning" Shaw noted 
Speedway Class A motorcycle racing 
star is handsome, single and eligible. He 
also is elusive. Besides winning the 
50-lap championship TT Main Event for 
250 class bikes after taking the lead on 
the 47th lap, the popular ace from 
Fullerton aboard his Bell Helmets 
sponsored Yamaha, gave the fans one of 
the best ever Main Events Thursday 
night at Trojan Speedway in the TT and 
Flat-Track program in South Gate. 

Two of the most vital elements for an 
exciting and enjoyablerace, close-quarter 
racing and a battle royal for the lead, 
were prominent from the drop of the 
flag. Dale Hopkins (Bul) jumping to an 
early lead, was hard pressed by Bob 
Sanders and his Kawasaki, Bob Brown 
(Yam), Tom Warren (Bul), Shaw, Dan 
Corbett (Bul), and Mike Clarke (Bul). 

Riding under the perverbial blanket, 
Hopkins gave no quarter as Sanders 
made repeated challenges to take the 
lead, while Brown waited for both riders 
to make one little mistake. On lap five, 
Hopkins drifted just a trifle coming out 
of the fourth corner giving Sanders the 
opening he probed for in the inside 
groove. As Sanders now led Hopkins 
and Brown, Corbett had worked his way 
from sixth to fourth. On lap seven, 
Brown, a perennial favorite, spilled on 
the second jump of the double-jump TT 
course and in turn was rammed by 
Corbett. Making a quick recovery, 
Corbett was able to hold third position 
over the field of 12 riders, while Brown 
who escaped injury, made a few hasty 
minor repairs before re-entering the 
long, grueling battle. 

On the very next lap, Hopkins 
regained the lead after Sanders’ machine 
lost its chain. At this point a two-way 
battle started to develop as Corbett 
pushed his front wheel almost against 
Hopkins’ rear wheel while looking for 
the pass. Hopkins gave Corbett one of 
the best defensive riding lessons ever 
seen on the fifth-mile clay oval. One of 
the noisiest crowds of the season clearly 
displayed their appreciation for the 
action. 

Entering the backstretch, Shaw’s 
machine stalled on the 16th lap, and 
before getting restarted, found himself 
in fifth position. 

At the halfway point, Hopkins’ led 
over Corbett, as Shaw came charging 
back to pass both Clarke and Warren to 
take third. 

Trailing a distant third, Shaw started 
to make his move to overcome a 
seven-second gap from second position 
while Corbett, literally breathing down 
Hopkins’ neck, tried every trick in the 
books to take the lead. Realizing that 
time and laps were running out, Corbett 
made two game efforts to take the front 
running spot as the Downey rider pulled 
alongside of Hopkins only to lack 
enough rpm’s for the final surge. 

With only nine laps remaining, Shaw 
moved in to make it a three-way battle 
and the crowd went wild. Hopkins made 
magnificent moves to hold off both his 
determined challengers as he gamely 
hung on to his hard fought lead. On lap 
46, Shaw found a precious little acre of 
real-estate to take second from Corbett, 
and one lap later, made the same move 
on the same spot approaching the 
second jump to take the lead with only 
three laps to the checkered, as Corbett 
followed Shaw in the same maneuver to 
take second. 

Despite failing in his attempt to score 
his second straight 50-lap victory, 
Sanders and his Kawasakis accounted 
for five Main Event wins and the 125 
TT Trophy Dash. In 100 TT Main 
action, Sanders scored a win over Allen 
Swett (Hon), Brian King db and 
first Junior, Charles Summers (Kaw). 
Tom Doty (Hon) came close to stopping 
Sanders in his usual low-groove 
maneuvers, regained the lead for the 
win. Corbett led the first lap of the 100 
F.T. Main, but it was all Sanders after 
that as the Whittier Flash made it three 
wins in-a-row, Again it was the same 
story, Sanders over Corbett in the 125 
F.T. Main with Swett (Hon) and Robert 


Crecelius (Yam) following in that order. | 


The final Main Event of the evening, 
250 F.T., saw a 12-rider field in one of 
the fastest runs for the checkered flag.

Kawasaki Mach Ill improvements

I had gotten my front brake sorted 
out, and the day looked promising. I 
had just about, decided that I would 
probably take a second or third place as 
I exited Carlsbad's third turn. As usual, 
I hit the bumpy section, and the 
Kawasaki began to chop and bounce. 
Only this time the chop turned into a 
speed wobble that shortly thereafter 
ejected me over the handlebars at 60 
mph. 

Beyond the din of my Bell Star 
banging across the pavement I could 
hear my Kawasaki 500 thrashing about 
and tearing itself up. “Well,” I thought, 
"no one ever said that road racing was 
cheap.” 

Eventually I came to rest. I got up 
and found the biggest piece of the bike 
and pushed it off the track. 

A fellow walked up to me and 
handed me a card. “I make a kit that 
will cure that,” he said. I didn’t pay too 
much attention because I was trying to 
figure out if I had broken my foot. 

A couple of weeks ago I noticed that 
my foot was still purple апа 
remembered that there was another race 
at Carlsbad coming up. I dug the card 
out of my wallet: — Monotrack 
Engineering. 

I went down to my neighborhood 
dealer, California Kawasaki, and asked 
them about it. "Oh, yeah, they've got 
these foam rubber or something 
brushings in your swing arm, and they 
kind of wear pretty quickly, you know. 
So Monotrack makes this kit with neat 
bronze bushings and a precision pivot 
bolt. They have ‘a lot of adjustment to 
take up any play in the swing arm and 
frame. Makes a world of difference.” 

So I figured that I couldn’t lose 
anything except the money and ordered 
one. A few days later the postman 
knocked me up (as they say in England) 
and asked for $32.43. 

“Ah ha!” I thought, “The Solution.” 

So that weekend I dug in. Off came 
the rear wheel and swing arm. The old 
bits came out of the swing arm easily. 
Then the fun began. 

The instructions with the kit had 
warned me that I would have to open 
up the hole in the frame with a rat tail 
file or a 21/32” drill bit. After two 
hours of trying hardware stores for the 
drill bit I bought a file for 49 cents. It 
worked pretty well. 

Once the hole was opened up I had 
more problems. The way that the thing 
works is by spreading the ends of the 
pivot shaft so that it is a tight fit into 
the frame. However, it works 
backwards, too. That is, the frame will 
compress the shaft and make it 
impossible to start the bolts in the end. 
This is made doubly frustrating by the 
fact that you have to keep pulling the 
bolts out to fit shims. Mine now has one 
metric and one SAE bolt since I 
stripped it. 

Another problem stems from the 
ominous little note in the installation 
instructions saying that “it may be 
necessary to spread the frame slightly." 
Ever try to spread a frame? Someone 
had told me that they used a hydraulic 
jack. Well, it didn't work for me, and I 
I3 about died. 

» Insix short hours it was in! 

Did it work? Well, I went back to 
Carlsbad, but found that the corner had 
me scared. I just didn't have the faith to 
run through there on the same line at 
the same speed. So I never got to 
compare it there, but I can say that it 
didn't make a shattering difference in 
the handling of Miss Thing, my 
Kawasaki. 

Last week I went to Vacaville which 
is quite bumpy. In fact, it is the world's 
second fastest motocross track. In the 
bumpy first turn I did begin to notice a 
difference. It did track a lot better 
through there, and it was easier to pick 
a line. Miss Thing still whipped a lot in 
places, but was improved. Rear shocks 
are needed to complete -the process. 
Whether it was worth six hours and $32 
is up to you.Inoticed a lot of them on 
the Kawasaki 500's of my competition, 
including the winner.

Almost ten years ago Yamaha 
introduced its first dirt racer in the 
States. It carried the Southern 
California influence not only in name 
(“Ascot Scrambler”) but was designed 
exclusively for that superfast, smooth 
track racing. 

Times change and so do motorcycles, 
we hope. The big thing was TT 
Scrambles back then; now motocross is 
it. = 

When we picked up the latest 
Yamaha 250 and 360 MX models we 
gave them the old once-over and got our 
basic questions answered. Then we 
loaded up to find some legal dirt. As we 
drove along my mind drifted back to 
that first scrambler, that evil-handling 
YDS-3 “Ascot” I set up to challenge the 
Honda barrage at Prado. (That’s the 
super-smooth, fast TT that was, that 
isn’t, that some wish was again, but it’s 
gone.) 

Reality came back as we pulled into 
the gate of our local motocross course 
at Lions Drag strip. Alas, closed; 


hanging more lights for the night races. 
Shot down already. Well there’s always 
tomorrow. 

When I finally did get the Yammers 
on the tight little course, two weeks of 
Scrambles riding had given me the feel 
of the bikes and an understanding of

they're race-readiness. Looks sometimes 
can be deceiving, but not here. They are | 
plus in both categories. 

The only differences between the two 
are in the tank striping, the 250 being 
red and the 360 black. The 250 has the 
taller, narrower finning on the head and, 
of course, the engine numbers and 
barrel markings. The 360 weighs three 
pounds more and offers eight more 
horses. The fenders are of unbreakable 
plastic; the same material is used for the 
number plates. Е 

The overall eye appeal of both bikes 
is great. The outside fin has been 
polished as have the edges of all other 
fins. Fine detail work. The alloy wheels 
are good for lightening things up but 
sure are going to play havoc when the 
going gets muddy. 

The high tucked-in pipe is the only 
downfall in workmanship. It's tucked in 
the best of any stocker I've ridden but 
as always production methods dictate 
the old pressed-steel seamed design. A 
number plate also serves as the heat 
shield and does the job without getting 
in your way. 

The shield also serves as a cover for 
the oil injection oil reserve tank which is 
just a shade on the small side. The tank f 
holds enough oil for just two tanks of @ # 
gas, enough for motocross. For enduros da 
and other long-distance races, this will

Another disadvantage 
for the longrunners is the tank size and 
filler cap. Not only is the size of the 
intake hole small but the screw type cap 
akes lots of time to undo and the 
gasket will quickly get lost in hurried pit 
stops. 

The front forks are excellent while 






mew alloy conical hubs, another weight 
saver, are fitted with more than 
adequate brakes. As has been the 
practice with all the Yamaha dirt bikes 
since the DT-1s, a floating rear hub is 
‘incorporated. This item is neat when 
iIbraking-over rough ground. It stops all 
that hopping and skipping that tends to 
put you on your ear. 
The seat is a comfortable 
three-quarter-length number with little 
more than adequate padding but nice 
and narrow. As has long been the 
Wistandard the Yammers come with 
Mikunis, all black, very sharp. Probably 
he most popular stock carb on the 
arket. The stock 59 degree caster and 
5.5 inch trail can easily be changed since 
e forks are adjustable at the crowns, 
another plus. All types of courses are 
mot the same, you know. However, not 
many riders have the knowledge to 
experiment with frame geometry so 
stock is fine. 
Another neat item is «e small brake 
pedal. It is only large e ough to do the 
job, not some big gobby thing that

bends or breaks every time you drop the 
machine. 

The air box is mounted high under 
the seat and a foam element type 
cleaner is used. Both the 250 and 360 
are supposed to come with pointless 
electrics but the 250's aren't fitted with 
them as yet. 

The tank comes off very easy, like all 
the tanks in past models. Just lift the 
seat and take 'er off, exposing the coil, 
etc., for easy checking. 

Both come fitted with 21-inch front 
and 18-inch rear wheels with full 
knobbies, another move toward the 
Ultimate Racer. 

Now that we’re doing checking them 
out, let’s see what this seven-port 
two-stroke wonder can (or can’t) do: 

The tricky-sounding “Torque 
Induction” is strictly Wilshire Blvd. 
advertising for “treed valve”. Yamaha 
went one better on the reed valve by 
designing nylon reed. This saves you 
buying a new piston should the reed go 
and the nylon should be less likely to 
break in the first place. Also the special 
piston will be far less costly than buying 
a stocker and having it machined. Of 
course, the ad agency people know this 
(hopefully) but they are trying to get 
this thing across to the new motorcycle 
buyer. 

Taking to the Lions course we 
discovered neither bike comes off the 
line well as they both were set up extra 
rich. The factory has this idea that we 
all ride flat out so rich is the way to go. 
We all know this is only done when 
pretty female types are watching or 
when writers get overimaginative in 
Cycle News. In checking with our local 
dealer, Long Beach Yamaha, we were 
told that the shim in the oil pump is too 
large and a smaller one does wonders. 
So we just. changed the plug to a hotter 
one and made sure we kept it on the 
pipe. 

The bike worked better, except on 
the starts. First and second gear went a 
bit flat on top end. But third and up 
pulled strongly even at low revs. This 
type of info just points to the fact you 
should know your dealer and go to one 
that you know is going to set it up right 
and stand behind what he sells. Yamaha 
has long had one of the best dealer 
networks and service bulletins are 
continuously going to dealers. These 
two are so close in size and weight they 
are hard to tell apart so while testing we 
yanked off the 250's number plate just 
to make it easy for our photo 
identification. The handling on both is 
spot-on and matches any on the market 
today. I should mention here that these 
are box stockers not prototypes as some 
other have tested. I got the word that 
the 360 was very pipey and this proved 
true on the bike I rode at Ontario when 
Yamaha had the press showing: long 
before the production models arrived. 
The 360 we had was pipier than the 250 
but still not at all unmanageable. The 
power band comes on in all the right 
places when you want it and I found 
that using more throttle control works 
much to your advantage. This means to 
blip the throttle, not just fly headlong 


into the real choppy stuff and through 
corners. Next time the Europeans are 


here just pick a spot and listen for this. 


I did find that the 360 will put forth 
more power to the rear wheel than 
adhesion will allow; thus, more 
concentration must be given to coming 
out of corners on the 360 than the 250. 
This is not saying the 250 won’t also do 
your number, though. 

When lofting over the one awesome 
jump at Lions the suspension did take 
most of the beating but it still is hard 
coming down and this is the only time I 
had any trouble with the gear box. The 
360 on oaccasion would pop out of gear 
from the impact. All gears and neutral 
were easy to find and shifting was 
positive even when this popping out 
occurred, 

Both bikes had a tendency to instill 
over-confidence and while the 250 never 
got me its big brother made up for it. 
Lions has a right hander at the end of 
the only straight with a jump type turn, 
then a quick left, The idea is to drive off 
the top, not jump. Remember that 
throttle control? I forgot. I crested and 
sideways it went. Now you know what 
happens when a sideways motorcycle 
touches a straight track. That’s right, it 
spits you over the bars. Sure glad the 
photog had headed home. 

In all, Yamaha. has come up with 
what motocrossers need to really be 
competitive and at a price that sure 
helps the old racing budget. They are 
plenty fast box stock, handle well, and 
sits you comfortably from the moment 
you first throw a leg over.

"that really feels strong" before the| 
races began to bog down. That's where 
fate stepped in. 

Bob had borrowed a friend's 250, had 
ridden it in practice, but said it was 
sluggish. But he decided’ to ride it 
anyway. i 

A sluggish start in moto 1 found Bob 
wasy back in 10th place after one lap. 
Lackey (CZ) was leading at that point 
with Billy Payne (Mai) in close quarters 
with Billy Clements (Hus). But the 
standing quickly changed on thé next 
lap when Lackey went down and was' 
out of it. Bob was pulling up to sixth 
with Peter Lamppu (Mon) on his tail. | 

With the race half completed, 
Clements — who had zapped Payne for 
the lead — was battling to hold it while| 
Bob moved into third ahead of a 
now-flying Mike Runyard (Mon) whose 
starts leave something to be desired.

many of the 53 riders, soon started on 
the leaders and Clements began 
dropping off the pace. First Clements, 
then Payne were caught by Grossi and 
with four laps remaining, Grossi was 
rolling away on the “borrowed” bike. 
Finishing second was Payne with 
Runyard a tick of the clock behind in 
third. Lamppu still was charging but 
a quite catch Clements at the 
ag.

He caught them on the finish line 
straight and took over to never trail 
again, although Lamppu staged a late 
race rally and was still pulling up at the 
end. Clements took third with Payne 
fourth giving Grossi the overall win with 
Lamppu a fine second on his new 
proto-Montesa. 

A week earlier, Lamppu was having 
troubles getting acquainted the 
machine, but today things clicked. 
Payne’s consistent starts earned him 
third over just as consistent Clements. 
Runyard broke a rear shock mount 
midway through the final heat, but still 
managed to cruise in with a fifth overall.

I get many requests for basic 
information which makes me realize 
that many owners’ and riders’ 
handbrooks sometimes leaves a lot to be 
desired where minor adjustments are 
concerned. 

One thing that was. brought to my 
attention recently was that none of the 
manuals specify how to adjust the 
linkage between the two brake levers on 
the double-leading-shoe front brakes. 
Your greatest stopping power is in the 
front brakes and in the conventional 
one-fulcrum-lever brake, there was one 
leading shoe and one trailing shoe. Most 
of the stopping is done with the leading 
shoe while the trailing shoe is just along 
for the ride, so to speak. 

Now that machines are going faster 
and faster, if a machine is not fitted 
with disc brakes, the factory technicians 
have compensated by installing two 
cams in the brake panel so that it 
provides the stopping power of two 
leading shoes. The only problems here is 
that the rider doesn’t really know 
whether or not both shoes are 
contacting the drum. If he refers to his 
handbook, the only information he can 
get is how to adjust the brake cable. As 
one of the levers is operated by the 
cable and the other by a connecting rod 
between the two, it means that if one 
shoe is out of adjustment, one can 
reduce the efficiency of the other by 
contacting the drum too soon. 

As they are a little tricky to adjust, I 
would recommend that you remove the 
wheel first and inspect the shoes for 
uneven wear which would indicate 
improper adjustment. If, after checking 
everything out, you feel that adjustment 
is needed, this is the proper procedure: 

With the machine on the center 
stand, block up the front of the bike so 
that the front wheel is off the ground. 
Spin the wheel and back off the cable 
adjuster until the brake cannot be 
applied even if the hand lever is pulled 
all the way. Now loosen the lock nut on 
the brake lever connecting rod (this is 
the short rod that connects the two 
brake. levers) and back off the rod to 
push the levers apart. Three or four

turns should be enough. 

Spinning the front wheel with one 
hand, run up the brake cable adjuster 
until a slight drag is felt on the front 
wheel while sit is spinning. The 
important part here is to get the feel of 
the amount of drag that is on the 
spinning wheel. Remember, just run it 
up enough so that there is a slight drag 
but the wheel will still spin. This means 
that the cable-operated shoe is 
beginning to contact the brake drum. 

Now, again spinning the wheel, turn 
the brake connecting rod adjustment in 
to pull the rod-operated lever towards 
the other lever until a little more drag is 
felt on the wheel. In other words, the 
wheel should have the same amount of 
drag by both shoes. s 

Now tighten the lock nut on the 
connecting rod adjustment and adjust 
the brake cable until you have the 
recommended 20-30mm play at the end 
of the handlebar lever before the brakes 
start to grab. 


PROTECT RUBBER GOODS 
FROM THE OZONE 


Normally, a rider doesn’t stop to 
consider just how many things on his 
machine are made of rubber besides his 
tires. The gas tank is usually mounted 
with rubber grommets. Cable ends at 
the cases normally have a rubber boot 
of some sort. The rear shocks have 
rubber inserts at the mounts and the 
instruments (speedo and tach) normally 
are mounted on rubber or have a rubber 
sealing ring of some sort. 

Scientists tell us the reason for 
weather-checked. tires and rotting cable 
boots is the high content of industrial 
and automotive residue that is present 
in the air. They call it “ozone”; here in 
California we call it "smog". I am sure 
that California is not the only state with 
an air pollution problem; in fact, I 
remember when a mother and her little 
girl sat in a downtown Manhattan 
restaurant. She turns to her daughter 
and says, “May, drink your milk before 
it gets dirty."

motorcycles from coming to an 
untimely end. 

I have previously extolled the virtues 
of silicone spray when changing tires. It 
makes them slip easily onto the rim and 
saves mucho knuckles. It also will 
provide excellent protection from the 
elements for all the rubber products on 
your machine. 

Start right out when the machine is 
new. Spray it on the tires, cable boots, 
and all the rubber components on the 
machine. Make this a regular habit when 
cleaning the machine and you will 
curtail the weather-checking of the tires 
and rotting that is normally blamed on 
the manufacturer. Not only will it 
afford good protection, but it will make 
your rubber goods retain that nice, 
black, brand-new look and thus add to 
the appearance of the machine, as well 
as increase its resale value. 

Aerosol spray cans of silicone are 
readily available. If your local dealer 
doesn’t carry some in stock, most auto 
parts stores carry a couple of different 
brands. There are some brands on the 
market that have both silicone and 
graphite. together in them, this kind 
should not be used.
